Northlands unveiled the fine de¬ 
tails of a S 165-million proposal 
for Kexall Place, ihe Edmonton 
Expo Centre and their racetrack 
Wednesday, and now want your 
opinion on it, 

I he plan envisions an end to 
horse racing, with the North- 
kinds Park being converted into 
a large outdoor festival site. It 
also sees Recall Place being con¬ 
verted into a six-rink recrea¬ 
tional arena and a structural 
expansion at the Expo Centre 
that would allow it to host 


concerts and other events. 

"Our question today is did we 
get this right?" Sitid Nor thlan ds* 
CEO Tim Reid. 

Reid said it’s too early to 
speculate where the SI 65 mil¬ 
lion to build the proposal will 
come from, but said the pro¬ 
posed changes aim to make 
Northlands more sustainable. 

The city provided Northlands 
a loan to build the Expo Centre 
in 2010, with a balance of 543.2 
million left to pity. The city also 
owns all land under Northlands* 
facilities and would take control 
if it were to cease operations. 

As a result, Coun. Michael 
Oshry said the city has a stake 
in this project either way. 

"If you do nothing you are go¬ 
ing to end up with Rexall Place 
boarded up ... The city is going to 
have to step in tosnme degree"

In Edmonton, where consum¬ 
ers already enjoy deliveries of 
hot pizza. parcels and fresh 
flowers, an American company 
sees the Etna] frontier of deliv¬ 
eries in a bottle. 

Thai's right —booze. 

Drizly, an American liquor- 
delivery app, goes live in the 
city Thursday. 

'The company has part¬ 
nered with Alberta-based Li¬ 
quor Depot, who will provide 
the inventory. Prices on the 
Drizly app or website will be 
the same as they are in Liquor 
Depot stores, but a 85 delivery 
fee will be charged regardless 
of your location or how much 
you order. 

Matt Erley, Drizly’s West 
Coast regional manager, said 
Drizly anticipates being able to 
fill most orders within an hour. 

"Drizly is a technology com¬ 
pany, so we give customers the 
ability to browse and: buy alco¬ 
hol in a new way," Erley said. 
"It's a new, improved way to 
shop for alcohol." 

Drivers (employed by Liquor 


Depot) will drop off orders and 
will be responsible for check¬ 
ing ID and making sure people 
are served responsibly. 

for now, the sendee will 
be available from 2:30 p.m. to 
9:30 p.m.. because Erley said 
Drizly is usually busiest in the 
early evening. 

"That fits well with where 
we see our demand curve hap¬ 
pen in other markets," he said. 

"The real-use case heFe is 
people getting off of work who 
don't want to deal with traffic. 


'They’re exhausted and they 
want to go home and use this 
instead." 

Drizly's move into the Ed¬ 
monton market is its first into 
Canada. 

The American company, 
which currently operates in 
IS cities in the U.S., chose the 
city because of the success of 
other service delivery apps like 
JUST EAT and Uber. Erley said. 

Recent numbers from the 
Alberta Gaming and Liquor 
Commission suggest Edmonton 


could also be a thirsty market 
for such innovation. 

In 2014-15. Albertans con¬ 
sumed 380 million litres of 
alcohol, up 12 million litres 
from 2013-14. 

Erley added Edmonton is the 
headquarters for Liquor Depot, 
which means it may be a good 
base for expansion. 

The service is currently of¬ 
fered anywhere within the 
Anthony Henday ring road, 
though Erley said it may ex¬ 
pand based on demand.

Recycling firm files 
for bankruptcy

After seeking creditor protec¬ 
tion last fall, a former recycling 
startup the city supported with 
millions of dollars has moved 
into bankruptcy. 

Greys faper Recycling, head¬ 
quartered at the Edmonton 
Waste Management Centre, re¬ 
ceived $9.4 million in city invest¬ 
ment, through a facility the city 
built for it as 'well as equipment. 

Bankruptcy filings obtained by 
Metro show the company moved 
into bankruptcy on Jan. 21. 

The company was attempting 
to make 100 per cent recycled of¬ 
fice paper through a revolution¬ 
ary process that included cotton. 

But the city insisted last fall 
that Greys pay its rent with rev¬ 
enue from paper sales rather 
than new investor dollars, a 


stipulation the company couldn't 
meet. 

Mayor Don Iveson said the 
city has faith the technology' is 
commercially viable and hopes 
other investore take another 
shot. 

“If investors wish to come for¬ 
ward and have an opportunity to 
restart the business, that would 
be preferable than us repurpos¬ 
ing the building," he said. 

“An opportunity to reset the 
business might be what brings 
the technology' to maturity'" 

But Coun. Mike Nickel said 
the enterprise should be a les¬ 
son. 

“The fact is that we need bet¬ 
ter oversight with not only the 
things we do in the city, but the 
people we do business with." 

Brian Latte, the city's manager 
of utility services, said Greys 
owes the city some rent but 
will recoup that by taking back 
the facility and its equipment.

Albarta distributes kits to 
stop font any! overdoses 

The Alberta government is 
expanding its program to try 
to save people overdosing on 
illicit fentanyl. 

Associate Health Minister 
Brandy Payne announced 
Wednesday the province is 
now making naloxone kits 
available free of charge at 
pharmacies for those with a 
prescription. 

Naloxone can reverse the 
effects of a fenianyl overdose 
and save a person's life, 


"Every Naloxone kit that 
gets distributed represents 
one life potentially saved and 
one less family that has to ex¬ 
perience the loss of a loved 
one,' ^ayne told reporters in 
Calgary. 

She said 300 pharmacies 
have so far signed on to pro- 
vice the kits and train people 
how to use them. 

The kits include syringes 
and vials of the drug, to help 
patients resume breathing. 
The government pays $27 
per kit, the Canadian press

Kexall Place 

For £85 million. Northhinds 
is proposing to transform the 
soon-to-be former home of the 
Oilers into a six-rink arena that 
local recreational teams could 
use by 2020. 

Northlands CEO Tim Reid said 
when they sat down to think 
about the future of the building, 
they realized there was a huge 
demand for ice time. 

“We know there is an oppor¬ 
tunity to make something that 
meets community needs.” 

And Hockey Edmonton 
president Mark Doram said there 
is definitely a need. 

“This is great to see. These six 
ice sheets are really going to be 


a good stopgap measure as we 
wait for new arenas to come on 
stream," he said. 

Northlands Park 

The second part of the plan is 
to spend 545 million demolish¬ 
ing Northlands Turk and turn it 
into a festival site. 

Aside from hosting big con¬ 
certs. Reid said the site could 
accommodate some of Edmon¬ 
ton's major festivals. 

However. Jim Gibbon, execu¬ 
tive director of the Heritage Fes¬ 
tival Association, said it's too 
early to know if any established 
festivals would move, but he 
added Northlands is taking the 
right approach. 


“This Northlands .group has 
been really open to ideas. They're 
asking for people's input.” 

Hull D 

The last piece in the puzzle 
for Northlands is a 535-miilion 
renovation to Hall D at the Ed¬ 
monton Expo Centre — raising 
the roof 16 metres and turning 
the space into a 5,OOD-seat con¬ 
cert hall. 

Mayor Don iveson said getting 
the Expo Centre can be an eco¬ 
nomic driver for the city. 

“It’s an integral pait of the 
tourism, trade and convention 
infrastructure for Edmonton and 
For Alberta, so its future is of 
paramount importance."

Numbers mean last 
lap for horse racing 


This will be the last year out 
of the gate for horse racing at 
Northlands Park as Northlands 
moves to leave the business all 
together by 2017. 

The organization unveiled 
plans fora £ 165-million over¬ 
haul at Rexall Place, the Expo 
Centre and the racetrack Wed¬ 
nesday, including converting 
the track into an outdoor fes¬ 
tival site. 

Northlands: CEO Tim Reid 
said the proposal was just the 
beginning of a conversation on 
the future of the site, but that 
the organization is committed 
to moving out of racing. 

“(This year) will be our last 
year in the horse-racing busi¬ 
ness ,” he said. 

Keid said it was a tough de¬ 
cision but the economics no 
longer worked for Northlands. 

Horse Racing Alberta CEO 
Ehirley McClellan said the de¬ 
cision is unfortunate. 

“Obviously, we are disappoint¬ 
ed in their decision to leave 
racing at Northlands Park. They 
have been a strong partner over 
many years. However, we respect 
their decision and wish them 
well in their new endeavours " 
she said in a statement issued 
following the announcement. 

McClellan said there is inter¬ 
est in building another track 


in the Edmonton area and the 
industry would work to explore 
options when Northlands doses. 

Horse Racing Alberta cur¬ 
rently has an agreement with 
the province, giving them just 
more than half of the gambling 
revenues at racetracks, with the 
remainder going to the govern¬ 
ment and the facilities. 

The contract with the gov¬ 
ernment expires in March and 
Leah Hoioiday. a spokeswoman 
for Finance Minister Joe Ceci, 
said that work was continuing. 

“Moving forward, the min¬ 
istry will continue to engage 
with Horse Racing .Alberta and 
its stakeholders on the future 
of the industry, while ensuring 
the best use of taxpayer dollars," 
she said. 

Reid said Northlands plans 
are just concepts and they are 
open to change based on pubic 
feedback and if something ma¬ 
jor were to change around horse 
raci ng. 

“If discussions between the 
province and the (industry) came 
back and the business model 
changed dramatically, we would 
be very thankful we had pictures 
Lind not final derisions," he said. 

“We're very interested in 
what the outcome of that con¬ 
versation will look like."

Everyday cholesterol-lowering 
drugs iii-jy slow the accelerated 
aging of people with HIV, ac¬ 
cording to new research from 
the University of Alberta. 

Thanks to antiretroviral 
therapy, an HIV diagnosis is 
no longer a death sentence. But 
people with HIV have higher 
levels of inflammation in their 
body, which leads to premature 
aging. 

"Medications for HIV do not 
eliminate the vims, they sup¬ 
press the vims," said primary 
researcher Dr. Shokrollah Hla- 
hi, an immunologist at the U 
of A. “Therefore they still have 
some HiV in their body, and the 
small amount of HIV replica¬ 
tion induces inflammation" 


As people with HiV move 
into middle age. they have 
higher rates of diseases such as 
cardiovascular disease, stroke, 
osteoporosis and cancer. 

The new study, published 
in the journal AIDS, suggests 
that medication conventionally 
used to lower cholesterol can 
help reduce inflammation and 
in turn reduce the symptoms 
of accelerated aging. 

Researchers observed this 
by infecting ceils with HIV. 
and Elahi said the next step is 
looking at longitudinal studies 
with people infected with HIV. 

“This is the future of HIV 
research," he said. "Because of 
treatment, HIV is not a killing 
disease any more. iTs now a 
chronic infection." 

The provincial rate of HIV 
infection as of 2013 was 6.3 
cases per 100.000 people.

At Edmonton's Kastner Auc¬ 
tions, the number of cars go¬ 
ing on the block as a result of 
repossession is up between 15 
and 3Q per cent, according to 
president Sean Kastner.

quency numbers in a long time. 
but that it's mostly confined 
to Alberta and Saskatchewan.

The Albeits government says 
it made a mistake and no re¬ 
porters will be excluded from 
government news events while 
a review of the province’s media 
policies is done.

Otter drowned tangled up in clothing

An investigation by The Cal¬ 
gary Zoo hits determined that a 
12-year-old otter named Logan 
died last week after becoming 
tangled in a pair of pants. 

The pants were an unauthor¬ 
ized “enrichment item 14 given 
to the otters, according to Col¬ 
leen Baird. Calgary Zoo general 
curator. 


“It was human error,’" she 
said. “It was given to them 
in the back area, they took 
them out to the pool and our 
12-year-old male otter Logan 
got tangled up in the pant leg 
and unfortunately drowned," 
Baird said two staff members 
broke protocol and have since 
been disciplined. 

It’s not the first time ac¬ 
cidents of this nature have 
occurred at the Calgary Zoo, 
according to watchdog and 
Zoocheck executive director 


Rob Laidlaw. 

“ They’ve had a lot of prob¬ 
lems in the past, with doors 
closing on animals and gor¬ 
illas with knives and you name 
it," he said. “Hopefully this is 
isolated and not part of all 
those problems that occurred 
in the past." 

Laidlaw said this incident 
underlines the need for every 
person caring for these ani¬ 
mals to make sure any soil of 
enrichment item doesn’t pose 
a hazard to the animals. 


The otter habitat remains 
open to the public, although 
the remaining three otters will 
be monitored very closely for 
signs ofdistress following the 
death of Logan. 

“So far they're behaving nor¬ 
mally and acting fine.’ 1 said 
Baird. 

“We're going to continue 
to monitor them as we do all 
animals here in the zoo. We're 
going to make sure we’re not 
seeing any signs of odd be¬ 
haviour.”

An Alberta court has approved 
a £4-million settlement of a 
class-action lawsuit filed after 
an t. colt outbreak that sparked 
the largest meat recall in Can¬ 
adian history. 

The lawsuit was against XL 
Foods Inc., which operated a 
meat-packing plant in south¬ 
ern .Alberta during the tainted 
beef recall in the fall of 2012. 

Lawyer Clint Doc ken said 
hundreds of people in Canada 
and the United States could 
apply for a share of the award 
by the Aug. 17 deadline. 

L nder the agreement, which 
refers to possible t. coli con¬ 
tamination. XL Foods does not.

Feds fund goat tagging system

more than £250,000 to help the 
industry prepare for national 
identification requirements for

and goat fibres. 

The Canadian National Goat 
federation says there are unique 
challenges to creating a common 
identification tagging system for 
all goats beca use of the wide 
variety of ears found on differ¬ 
ent breeds. 

The federation says identify¬ 
ing and tracing goats has bene¬ 
fits for both producers and con¬ 
sumers and that production has 
doubled or tripled in Ontario 
and Quebec over the past dec¬ 
ade thanks to growing ethnic 


and gourmet markets. 

Agriculture Minister Law¬ 
rence MacAulay said in a re¬ 
lease Wednesday that the fed¬ 
eral funding helps set the stage 
for a mandatory identification 
and traceability system under 
changes made last year to fed¬ 
eral animal health regulations. 

Canada's roughly 225,000 
goats are found on about 6,000 
farms. According to Statistics 
Canada, the primary exports are 
meat, cheese and live animals.

Boy's ski-lift rescue goes global

The quick actions of a lift at¬ 
tendant and a group of volun¬ 
teers helped save a boy from 
injury after he fell off a chairlift: 
at Whistler Blackcomb resort 
on Monday. 

The 11-year-old boy slipped 
from the Peak Bxpress Chairlift 
on Whistler Mountain around 
1:45 p.m. after leaning off the 
edge of the chair to pick up a 
ski pole he had dropped while 


loading, the resort said in a 
statement Wednesday. 

As the lift began to rise, 
others on the chair, including 
the boy's uncle, were able to 
hold him up before he slipped 
off completely, the resort said. 

Whistler Blackcomb said the 
attendant immediately stopped! 
the lift and grabbed a piece 
of equipment called a “fire¬ 
man's net." 

With the help of other skiers 
and snowboarders. the attend¬ 
ant set the net up below the 
chair to catch the boy, the re¬ 
sort said, adding that every lift 


operator at Whistler Blackcomb 
is trained to use the equipment 
in emergency situations. 

The resort said the boy 
dropped about six metres into 
the net, and was not injured 
in the fall. 

The chilir's safely bar was 
not yet lowered when the boy 
slipped, Whistler Blackcomb 
staff said in a statement, add¬ 
ing that safety is paramount 
for the resort.

Photos spur rescue of Nigerian 'witch' hoy 


Photos of a starving Nigerian 
toddler have inspired a flood 
of donations to a little-known 
aid organization that seeks to 
rescue the growing number of 
children accused of witchcraft. 

Danish aid worker Anja Ring¬ 
gren Loven posted photos of die 
emaciated little boy. whom she 
named “ Hope," on Facebook on 
Jan. 31. Loven had received a tip 
that Hope, who was no older 
than three-years-old. was aban¬ 
doned by his family and left, to 
die in the streets after he was 
accused of witchcraft. 

"When we heard that the 
child was only 2 to 3 years old. 
we did not hesitate." Loven told 
Huffington Post UK "A child that 
young cannot survive a long 
time alone on the streets. We

immediately prepared a rescue 
mission" 

Loven founded the African 
Children's Aid Education and De¬ 
velopment foundation (ACAEDF) 
three years ago after travelling 
to Nigeria and being confronted 
with dozens of children such 
as Hope, she told the Huffing- 
ton Post. 

Hope was not her first res¬ 


cue. In 2014, many media out¬ 
lets reported that ACAEDF had 
rescued two S-year old children 
who were accused of witchcraft 
by their family and tortured. 

Poverty, the AIDs epidem¬ 
ic and wars have helped fuel 
the belief in witchcraft in sub- 
Saharan Africa, according to a 
2010 report by the United Na¬ 
tions Children's Emergency 
fund (UNICEF), 

Often, children are blamed by 
those closest to them — their 
parents or guardians — for tra¬ 
gedies that are beyond their 
control, such as the death of 
a relative. 

According to UNICEF, belief 
in witchcraft has been exploited 
by local churches and “pastor- 
prophets" who charge a fee to 


rid families of these malevo¬ 
lent spirits. 

Urban children, especially 
boys, are most at risk. UNICEF 
noted. Children with physical 
abnormalities or developmental 
disabilities, such as autism, are 
also highly vulnerable. 

After posting photos of the 
child online. Loven requested 
donations to help with his hos¬ 
pital care, including a blood 
transfusion. 

Just two days after making 
the plea, she reported that she 
had raised more than 1 million 
Danish kroner (5204,333),

Global average temperatures 
hit a record high last month, 
according to data released by 
NASA, 

A record-breaking anomaly 
— an increase of 1.13 C — was 
also observed in January com¬ 
pared to the average temper¬ 
ature record Eid between 1951 
and 1980, NASA's Goddard Insti¬ 
tute for Space Studies reported 
this week, _ 

“It's. a snapshot 
into the future," 

Deborah Harford, 
executive director 
of the Adaption to 
Climate Change 
team at Simon 
Fraser University, 
told Torstar about 
the value of the 
data. 

“It's useful be¬ 
cause it can help 
us plan now for 
what we need to prepare for.

“Torture works," Republican 
presidential front-runner Don¬ 
ald Trump declared Wednes¬ 
day. repeating his vow to bring 
back waterboarding and ap¬ 
prove other, tougher interro¬ 
gation techniques. 

"Don't tell me it doesn’t 
work. Torture works, UK 
folks?" the brash billionaire 
told a crowd in South Carolina, 
site of the next Republican 
primary on Saturday. 

Trump has repeatedly ad¬ 
vocated enhanced interroga¬ 
tion techniques for foreign 
prisoners, and he said again 
Wednesday he would “abso¬ 
lutely" allow waterboarding.

Ike ei is looking at bringing a 
"take back" program to Canada 
that would allow customers to 
trade furniture purchased from 
the Swedish furniture giant in

Under the initiative, mirrored 
after similar environmentally 
friendly initiatives in trance and 
Belgium, the retailer would then 
resell the items or recycle them. 

“Ifwe can have an impact on 
people's lives at home, we could 
have a huge impact on the en¬ 
vironment,- 1 said Ikea Canada 
president Stefan Sjostrand at 
the opening of a pickup and 
order location in Whitby, Ont. 

Sjostrand was part of the 
team that brought the program 
to trance, and says the same 
could be done in Canada, where 
Ikea operates 12 stores and three 
pickup and order locations. 

He conceded, however, that 
the program could still be years 


away because Canadian stores 
don't have the capabilities to 
take back items now, even if 
only 10 per cent, or 2.7 million 
customers, returned their old 
furniture. 

List year, Ikea Canada had 25 
million visitors in its stores and 
75 million visits online. 

The proposed initiative comes 
after Steve Howard, the head 
of sustainability at Ikea, told a 
conference in January that ap¬ 
petite for home furnishings in 
western countries has hit its 
"peak," prompting the world’s 
largest fuminire retailer to look 
at ways to encourage Ikea cus¬ 
tomers to repair and recycle. 

Sjostrand said Ikea already 
has recycling programs for plas¬ 
tics, paper, light bulbs and mat¬ 
tresses in place in Canada, and 
was also the first retailer in the 
country to phase out the sale of 
incandescent light bulbs in fa¬ 
vour of energy^ELving LFD bulbs. 

Although it’s talanga more 
planet-hiendly approach to com¬ 
merce, Sjostrand said this won’t 
slow down its plan to open 12 
more full-size stores over the 
next decade in Canada. Ihe next 
location was recently announced 
for Halifax.

Apple Inc. CEO Tim Cook says 
his company will fight a fed¬ 
eral magistrate's order to help 
the FBI hack into an encrypted 
iPhone belonging to one of the 
San Bernardino, Calif.., stunners.

The main purpose of rhe 
federal legislation aiiTt-ntiy 
being drafted against a court- 
imposed June deadline is ro 
avoid a patchwork system 
of end-of life care by putting 
in place a common national 
framework. 

All that being said, in its 
quest to present a united front 
on an issue involving a charter 
right. Trudeau's government 
may be doing a disservice to 
the debate and to the legisla¬ 
tion that will result from it. 

A government that caimoc 
automatically count on its 
majority to get its way is mote 
likely to be receptive to the 
arguments of all MPs. Hie op¬ 
position parties, in return, are 
more likely to feel they have a 
stake in the resulting legisla¬ 
tion. 

One of the strengths of the 
Quebec law is that it was sup¬ 
ported freely by a majority of 
MNAs of every political stripe.

One year ago, Ezra Levant, 
king of right-wing punditry, 
launched a news website 
to "light a candle" after the 
death of Sun News Network. 

He called it The Rebel 
and promised to "rebel 
against the smug mainstream 
media.... Rebd against the 
idea that Jian Ghomeshi and 
Brian Williams are real journal¬ 
ists, but we’re not, because 
we're direct- to-the-lnler net." 

Ghomeshi had been fired 
months before, but it was 
otherwise a prophetic state¬ 
ment: On Tuesday, Alberta's 
NOP government deemed 
that, no. The Rebel's staff are 
not real journalists. 

"If you have testified under 
oath that you are not a jour¬ 
nalist" — a disingenuous 
reference to Levant's claim 
to be a pundit, not a reporter 
— "then we don't consider 
you a journalist" it said in a 
statement, after banning two 
Rebel staff from press events 
in recent weeks. 

Cue a national outcry over 
free speech. Cue Wednes¬ 
day's backtracking of the ban; 
"It’s clear we made a mis¬ 
take," the premier's communi¬ 
cations director said, 

Indeed, No government 
has any business deciding 
who's press and who's not — 
least of all the Alberta NDP,. 
which has enough problems 
as it is, chiefly the decimation 
of oil prices and its own dis¬ 
mal approval ratings. 

In Alberta, reporters and 
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photographers don't even 
have to be part of the prov¬ 
incial legislative assembly's 
press gallery {an organization 
of accredited media) in order 
to cover news conferences, 
said gallery president and 
Calgary Herald reporter Darcy 
Henton in a statement. He 
added the gallery's support 
for "the right of journalists to 
provide vigorous and diverse" 
political coverage. 

That was a welcome shout¬ 
out from the "smug main¬ 
stream media" to The Rebel, 
which posted the statement. 
Elsewhere on its site, Faith 
Goldy, a former Sun personal¬ 
ity, parodied the fiasco with a 
"coming out" video as a "real 
journalist" It's not funny fas 
she hopes) because it makes 
fun of LGT8G people. It's 
funny because there’s no def¬ 
inition of a "real’' journalist,

The many ways to look at a fat girl 



Anyone who has ever deleted an 
unflattering selfie or faced the 
mirror with a sigh will relate 
to some aspect of Mona A wad's 
series of connected stories. 13 
Ways of Looking at a Fat Girl, 
published by Penguin Canada. 

Drawing from personal experi¬ 
ence, Awad digs deep into the 
complexities ofbody image, and 
how we see others and ourselves. 

She first explored the topic 
through personal essays, but 
found teal freedom and honesty 
through fiction. Ibid through 
13 vignettes, the often-funny 
stories follow tough-minded yet 
vulnerable suburbani te lizzie as 
she transforms from a “fat girl" 
teenager to a food-obsessed thin 
woman. 

The book travels with young 
Lizzie from Misery Saga [n.k_a. 
Mississauga) and the goth dubs of 
Toronto's Queen West neighbour¬ 
hood loan adulthood marked by 
body-conscious health dubs and 
boutique clothing stores. 

“There are all these different 
ways in which body image affects 
our lives, and certainly that what 
1 observed with other people 
who have struggled with this," 
Awad says. 

“I was interested in how body 
image afFected the dynamics in 
friendship, and how it affect¬ 
ed your relationship to sex, to 
your husband, to your mother,

to clothes and ft>od and yourself 
and how that might change — 
or not — depending on how you 
feel about your body." 

Although Lizzie loses weight 
and develops into a thin adult, 
her former self never completely 
vanishes. 

She later returns to the plus- 
si zed clothing store Addition 
File, the scene of much teenage 
distress and frustration with its 
proliferation of glittery, rbmo¬ 
st oned animaTpnttemed shirts. 

In a short, taut story named 
after the store, Awad deftly sums 
up the complex emotions many 
of us face at one point or another 
in a dressing room. 

"It's just clothes but the re¬ 
lationship is just so charged," 
says Awad. 

"Addition bile really unlocked 
something for me. There's ll lot of

anxiety there, a lot of desire, and 
hope and frustration.'' 

Awad, who grew up in Mont¬ 
real and Toronto, and is now 
pursuing her PhD in creative 
writing and English literature at 
the University of Denver, wrote 
13 Ways of Looking at a Tat Girl 
in part because she observed a 
lack of narratives that handle 
body image io a way she desired. 

“3 wanted to explore Ehe 
underside and complications 
around transformation, and ask 
the question: when you change, 
can you really change? Do you 
leave a former self behind, or 
is it still informing the way you 
are in the world Lind interact 
with people, and the way you 
see yourself?" sue carter^ etrq

A great gift for 
a green thumb, all that's re¬ 
quired are a few materials from 
your local garden shop to cre¬ 
ate a stylish tabletop garden. 

Step i: Gather ami 
shop for*the supplies 

* Glass containers 

* Fla nt s 

* Activated charcoal 

* Soil 

* Small stones or pebbles 

Step 1: Add a layer ot stimes 
to the container 



Add al" (2.5-centimetre) lay¬ 
er of stones or pebbles to a 
clean, dry glass container. 
The stones will help provide 
drainage. 

Step j: Add a layer of charcoal 
to the container 

Add a Vi m [about 1 centimetre) 
layer of charcoal on top of the 
stones. This will help keep 
the soil free from mould. 


Step 4: Add soil to 
the container 

Add enough soil to the con¬ 
tainer to allow your plants 
to fit comfortably, 

Step $:Add plants 

Place your plants in the soil. 
Add a little extra soil to cov¬ 
er the roots and cover the 
plants evenly. 

Place the terrarium in lo¬ 
cation that gets indirect light. 
Water lightly and enjoy. 

Tip: Terrariums tend to 
thrive in a well-lit space with 
indirect light. 

Don't overwater. 

If the plants look a lit¬ 
tle droopy or the soil is dry 
it is time to lightly water.

HOME OWNERSHIP 

Does it make 
financial sense 
to withdraw 
from RRSPs?

Are you buying a home sweet 
home or a money pit? Raiding 
RRSPs to purchase property 
is all a matter of perspective 
— and age. 

Withdrawing from RRSPs 
early can drastically undercut 
retirement income, accord¬ 
ing to financial experts. But 
some of that risk is mitigated 
for prospective land owners. 

The first-time homebuyer 
tax credit is a viable mechan¬ 
ism For people to withdraw 
RRSP contributions for their 
down payment, says Chris 
Buttigieg. senior manager of 
wealth planning strategy for 
BMO Wealth Management. 

"Home ownership in Can¬ 
ada hasn't been a bad invest¬ 
ment," Buttigieg says. “For 
First-time home buyers, and 


in particular young people, 
coming up with funds for a 
down payment is a stretch 

— especially in this environ¬ 
ment (of) student debt, and 
{ unstable} employment,* 

It's all about hitting that 
20 per cent down payment 
mark, says Charmaine Hu¬ 
ber, a certified money coach, 
and TV host of Your Money 
Your Business. Homebuyers 
who fall under that threshold 
face a three to five per cent 
premium From the Canadian 
Mortgage and Housing Cor¬ 
poration. So accessing RRSPs 
can save money, at least at 
face value. For first-time house 
hunters. 

The homebuyers' plan al¬ 
lows fora maximum, tax-free 
RRSP withdrawal of 525.000 

— which can mean as much 
as 550.000 for a couple with 
ample registered retirement 
savings. But withdrawing 
RRSP contributions is only 
fiscally sound if repayment is 
prompt and consistent, Huber 
explains. 

"There are penalties for 
not meeting your (annual) 
payments * she says, noting 
homebuyers have to start re¬ 
paying their RRSP two years 


after a purchase. “If you don't 
meet you minimums... you'll 
be paying more in taxes." 

Huber tells buyers' to craft 
a “saving plan for repayment" 
from Day 1. Both experts' ad¬ 
vice is to work ahead of the 
15-year term of annual min¬ 
imum payments. Unlike new' 
RRSP contributions, these re¬ 
payments do not reduce year¬ 
ly taxable income, Buttigieg 
explains. Plus, losing out on 
your RRSP tax-free interest 
can be costly. “You lose that 
compounding effect," Huber 
says. “You have to stay disci¬ 
plined, save, and make sure 
you pay that money back 
(quickly)... By default, people 
tend to focus on that min¬ 
imum. (But) they won't be do¬ 
ing themselves any favours." 

For those not buying a First 
home, any RRSP withdrawal 
is considered taxable T4 in¬ 
come, and could even push an 
individual into a higher tax 
bracket, Buttigieg explains. 

An inaugural primary resi¬ 
dence is one thing, but Butti¬ 
gieg cautions against plun¬ 
dering RRSPs for a vacation 
property, secondary home or 
rental property. It r s called a 
retirement savings plan for 


a reason. 

More Canadians should 
heed his advice. A 2015 Bank 
of Nova Scotia survey found 
that 4 out of 10 Canadians ac¬ 
cess their RRSPs before retire¬ 
ment. While 16 per cent were 
first-time home purchasers, 
others withdrew their retire¬ 
ment nest egg to cover things 
like vacations, renovations, 
appliances, and even day-to- 
day expenses. 

As people age, tapping into 
RRSPs fora first-time property 
makes increasingly less sense. 

“You should be aiming io 
retire with no mortgage or 
debt at all/' says Huber. “!f 
you got started later in life 
and it's the only way to get 
into the market, you may 
have to do it... but don't take 
money out if you’re, say 60. 
and retiring in the next five 
years." 

Repaying RRSPs past 71 
can be problematic, Butti¬ 
gieg adds. That’s the age 
Canadians are required to 
liquidate or convert RRSPs to 
a registered retired income 
fund. Any RRSP withdrawals 
need to be repaid fully at that 
point, or they become taxable 
income.

Hanna-Jones reunion 
sparks 2005 memories

Now legendary 
shot denied 
Ottawa’s Jenn a 
Scotties title 

Jenn Hanna knows what’s 
■coming. Ihe Ontario skip is 
prepared For the reminders 
of Jennifer Jones "s filial stone 
the last time they met at a 
Canadian women’s curling 
championship. 

Up two points coming home 
without hammer, Hanna’s 
team from Ot tawa was on the 
verge of a national title at the 
2005 Scotties Iburnament of 
Hearts in St.John's, N.L. 

Hut Jones made a shot that 
became part of curling lore. 
The Manitoba skip deflected 
the game’s final stone off a 
comer guard outside the rings 
and rolled to the button to 
bump out Ontario's shot stone 
buried behind guards. Jones 
scored four for the victory and 
her first Scotties win. 

“It's probably the highest 
i've ever jumped," Jones says 


now. That walk-off, “‘in-off" 
shot has almost two million 
views on YouTube. It was a 
shot that altered the futures 
of both teams. 

I he television replay of the 
shot will be back in heavy nota¬ 
tion during the 2016 Canadian 
championship starting Thurs¬ 
day in Grande Prairie, Alta., as 
Hanna returns to the Scotties 
for the first time since 2005. 

Ontario and defending cham¬ 
pion Jennifer 
Jones meet 
in the round 
robin Feb. 25 
at Revolution 
Place. 

“Maybe I'll 
guard the in- 
off if it gets to 
that, just kid¬ 
ding," Hanna 
said. 

As deflating 
as the title slipping away was 
to a 26-year-old rookie skip, 
Hanna looks back at St. John's 
with no regrets II years later. 
Her team won two sudden- 
death tiebreakers just to get 
into the playoffs. They forced 
Jones to execute a low-percent-

age shot perfectly for the win. 

“Any time people bring that 
up to me, 3 get the L oh, you 
probably don't want to talk 
about it,'" Hanna said. “Really, 
there's nothing about having 
lost that way thaE bothers me. 
We had a really great game 
and she was meant to make 
that shot and win that way. 
We did everything we could 
in that week We didn't leave

Ihe national championship 
starts 'Thursday with British 
Columbia, Yukon, Northwest 
Territories and Nunavut in a 
prequalifying tournament to 
gain entry into the 12-team 
main draw starting Saturday. 

The top four teams after the 
preliminary round make the 
Page playoff. The winner of 
the Feb. 2S final represents 
Canada at the women's world 
championship March 19-27 in 
Swift Current. Sask, 

Jones, third Kaitlyn Lawes, 
second Jill Officer and lead 
Dawn McEwen are chasing a 
second straight Canadian title. 
The Winnipeg foursome went 
undefeated to win Olympic 
gold in Sochi. Russia, in 2014. 

Jones a nd Officer have won 
five Canadian titles together 
with McEwen in on four of 
them. But back in 2005, Mc¬ 
Ewen was Hanna's second in St, 
John’s and on the losing end of 
her future skip's historic shot.

“Everyone expects (Ronaldo] 
to score and today he was able 
to," Zidane said. “I'm happy for 
these two away goals and that 
we didn't concede any goals." 

Shortly before the hour 
mark, Ronaldo collected a pass 
up the left flank from Marcelo, 
rapidly cut inside — moving 
the ball with a deft flick of 
his legs — and launched a 
powerful shot that deflected 
off Roma fullback Alessandro 
florenzi. 

After scoring, Ronaldo ran 
toward Zidane and hugged the 
French great, who replaced 
Rafa Benitez, last month. 

■Substitute Jese sealed the 
victory with an angled shot 


four minutes from the end 
after Roma failed to take ad¬ 
vantage of several opportun¬ 
ities for an equalizer. 

At the final whistle, Zidane 
congratulated each of his play¬ 
ers one by one, including those 
who didn't play. 

“I do it because the team 
is the most important thing ," 1 
said Zidane, who scored the 
winning goal for Madrid in 
the 2002 Champions League 


final against Bayer Leverkusen. 
“It's the players who make the 
difference and today it was 
Ronaldo — it's often him — 
but everyone's contribution 
is important, even those who 
don't play much.

JJ OMG: NETHERLANDS OPENS "POOP BANK" 


Dutch researches have 
now opened the country's 
first "poop hank" in a rare 
and cutting edge branch 
of medicine to treat pooplo 
with chronic gut infections. 

’■■Our poop bank will help 
give doctors and hospi 
tals access to transplants 
of fecal matter," Ed Kuijpor, 
professor of microbiology at 
Leiden University, told AFP. 

The Netherlands Donor 
Feeos Bank (NDFB) will col 
Icct, store and distribute 
the stools necessary to help 
with such transplants. 

Often this is the "only 


solution for people suffering 
from chronic intestinal in 
fections, and in particular 
Clostrioium difficile {CD)," a 
bacteria which can. develop 
in patients particularly after 
lengthy and heavy courses 
of antibiotics, Kuijpcr said. 

"Certain antibiotics de¬ 
stroy intestinal flora which 
allows bacteria to develop 
and spread," he explained. 

"Transplants of fecal mat 
ter allow healthy bacteria 
to be put back into the 
hooy, which then spread in 
the intestines and recreate 
healthy flora in the gut." 


There are about 3,000 
people diagnosed with CD 
annually in the Netherlands,, 
and about five percent of 
cases become chronic. 
About three to four trans 
plants of fecal material are 
carried out in the country 
every month. 

Donors must be "in good 
health, neither too over 
weight or too ski nny and 
must have good intestinal 
flora;" said Kuijper. 

Unlike in the U.S., where 
the first two poop banks 
were opened last year, 
donors are not paid, afp
